The circumstances surrounding this request are as follows. 

On or about June 5, 19 95, the inventor, Alexander Julian Eglit 
executed a Declaration relating to the above- identified 
application.

I am the Patent Counsel charged with overseeing the patent department at Cimjs Logic, Inc. 
The following describes how the inventors Alexander Eglit, Vlad Bni and Robin Han refused to 
sign the declaration for the above referenced patent application. The following also describes my 
attempts at obtaining the inventor's signatures. 

Each non-signing inventor was an employee of Cirrus Logic inc. during 1996. Each norv 
signing inventor quit his job with Cirrus Logic, Inc. prior to August 28. 1996, the filing date of the 
above referenced patent application. Mr. Eglit terminated employment on IVlay 3, 1996. The 
others temrtin^ted employment shortly thereafter. 
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Upon terminating employment with Cirrus Logic, Inc., the non-signing inventors colladiveiy 
organized a company which is now developing products including LCD Display Controllers. Such 
display controllers will likely compete with controllers manufactured by Clnus Logic, Inc. In fact, 
Alexander Eglit told me in a phone message on February 4, 1996 that he is now negotiating with 
the Chairman of the Board of Cirrus Logic for a technology cross license with our company. The 
technology involved In licensing negotiations includes the subject matter of the above referenced 
patent application. 

I mailed a cover letter, a copy of tiie patent application and a declaration form on January 9, 
1996 to each non-signing inventor. My cover letter requested execution of the dsdaration. Ail 
documents were sent via certified mail. A copy of tiie cover letters and corresponding mail 
certificate is attached as Exhibit "B". 

The non-signing inventors have not responded to my correspondence of January 9, 1996 
except for Mr. Egiit. Mr. Eglit left a phone message' on Febmary 4, 1996 in which he expressly 
refused to sign the declaration, in part, because of his new company's endeavors. 

This was not the first time that these same inventors have refused to sign patent application 
declarations forCinxis Logte. Ina U.S. Patent Application No. ^MlB for example, has tiie 
same signature refusal problem. 

We seek only to protect htellectual property which rightfully belongs to Cirrus Logic, Inc. 

I am aware tiiat willful false statements and tiie like are punishable by fine or imprfsonment, 
or botti (18 U.S.C. 10001) and may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issuing 
thereon. The above statements made of my own knowledge are true and all statements made 
on information and belief are believed to be true.
